THE WALTER THOMAS WALLACE LIBRARY 
OF RARITIES 


The library and collections of Walter Thomas Wallace speak for themselves. 
They show the treasures of the investigator, of the student and of the scholar. 
Woven through them is the romance of the world, its business transactions, its 
heart throbs, its progress from the time of the inscribed ostraka and deco- 
rated potteries of the ancients through the epoch of papyrus and parchment 
to that of the earliest printed book, and thence down to the day of our own 
great modern authors. 

The sale of the library will be the most important in this country this season 
and will disperse one of the most valuable libraries offered at public sale in 
recent years. Mr. Wallace has been a booklover from boyhood and for a quarter 
of a century one of the most constant, painstaking and intelligent collectors of 
his time. With a fine, almost instinctive feeling for the rare and worthy book 
he has brought to his support all of the characteristics of the patient, trained 
bibhographer. He has been satisfied only with the best literature and exacting 
in the highest degree about condition.and collector’s points. 


A WrpE RANGE or Rare Books. 


The collection numbers upwards of 3,000 volumes covering a very wide 
range beginning with the dawn of printing in England and coming down to 
our own time. There are several rare and beautiful early manuscripts ; a num- 
ber of fine examples of early printing including books of William Caxton and 
Wynkyn de Worde ; colored plate books with illustrations by Rowlandson, Cruik- 
shank, Leech and others; many English and American authors of the last 
century represented by unusually complete collections; and some fine bindings 
by modern binders as well as examples by such older masters as Clovis Eve 
and Roger Payne, and a fine example from the library of Grolier. There are 
also presentation copies and association books of extraordinary interest. Mr. 
Wallace had a passion for the collector’s favorite authors such as Goldsmith, 
Shelley, Dickens, Keats, Lamb, Leigh Hunt, Tennyson, Thackeray, Long- 
fellow, Hawthorne, Poe, Bryant, and others and his collection of these authors 
is one of the remarkable features of his library. His books, at every turn, 
bear the most complete evidence that they were brought together to gratify 
his own taste for the rare and worthy in literature. This gives them a strength 
of appeal to all true bibliophiles that an aggregation of rarities gathered by a 
speculator could never give. 


MANuscripts AND Earty PrIntTING. 


Among the manuscripts may be mentioned a copy of “Biblia Latina,” of 
the thirteenth century, and “Hymni Latini cum Passionibus” of the fifteenth 
century, in a Clovis Eve binding. The examples of early printing although 
not numerous, are rare and exceptionally fine. A few of these are: “ Esopus 
Fabulae,” 1497; the first edition of the first “Bible,” translated by Myles 


Coverdale, printed in 1535, from the celebrated Lord Amherst collection ; 
Boccaccio’s “de Casibus Birorum Illustrium,” (circa 1474) ; same author, “De 
Mulieribus Claris,” 1473, in a binding by Roger Payne; Higden’s “Polycrony- 
con,” printed by William Caxton, England’s first printer, in 1482; Hilton’s 
“Scala Perfectonis” printed by Wynkyn de Worde, in 1533; Justinius’s “His- 
torici Clarissimi in Trogi Pompeii Historias Exordium,” printed in 1474 in 
a binding by Roger Payne; Bergomensis’s “De Plurimis Claris Muliribus,” 
1497; “Nuremberg Chronicle,” 1493, with upwards of 2,000 woodcuts; and 
the first edition of Thomas A’Kempis’s “Imitatio Christi,” (circa 1470) ex- 
tremely rare, from the press of the first printer of Augsburg, one of the most 
famous of books and next to the Bible the most universally translated book 
in the world, as long ago as 1828 more than 2,000 distinct editions of this 
work having been recorded. 


Rarities OF ENGLISH LITERATURE. 


Few collections sold at auction in this country have had so many fine 
copies of the best books in all periods of English literature from the earliest 
to the present time. Of the earlier period, here may be seen the Four 
Folios of Shakespeare, 1623, 1632, 1664, 1685; several of the quartos includ- 
ing “Julius Caesar,” 1680; “King Lear,” 1608, and “Macbeth,” 1673; Beau- 
mont and Fletcher’s “Comedies and Tragedies” and “Wild-Goose Chase” 
1647-1652; Boccaccio’s “Decameron,” 1620-1625, first translation in English; 
Burton’s “Anatomy of Melancholy,” 1621; Dekker’s “The Magnificent Enter- 
tainment,” 1604; Herrick’s “Hesperides,” 1648; Ben Jonson’s “Works,” 1616- 
1640; Milton’s “Areopagitica,” 1664, “Paradise Lost,’ 1667, Poems, 1645, 
and others; “Montaigne’s Essays,” 1603, first translation in English; More’s 
“Utopia,” 1516; Painter’s “Palace of Pleasure,” 1566-1567; Sidney’s “Ar- 
cadia,” original calf, 1590; Spenser’s “Complaints,” 1591; “The Faerie 
Queene,” 1590-1596; “Fowre Hymnes,” 1596 and others; and Wither’s “Em- 
blemes,” 1635. 

The Eighteenth and Nineteenth centuries are represented by the rarest 
books of the more important authors. Among them are: Gay’s “Fables,” 1727- 
1738 ; Goldsmith’s “Deserted Village,” 1770; “Threnodia Augustalis,” 1772; 
“Vicar of Wakefield,” 1766, and others; Burns’ “Poems,” Kilmarnock Edi- 
tion, 1786; De Foe’s “Robinson Crusoe,” 1719-1720; Elizabeth Barrett Brown- 
ing’s “Sonnets,” privately printed, 1847; Robert Browning’s “Pauline,” in 
the original boards, with label, 1838; Dickens’ “Pickwick Papers,” in the 
original parts, 1838, and “The Strange Gentleman,” in original wrappers, 1837, 
both fine copies and extremely scarce; and many other items by Dickens; Fitz- 
gerald’s “The Rubaiyat of Omar Khayyam,” 1859; Lamb’s “Beauty and the 
Beast,” (circa 1811) in the original blue boards, “The King and the Queen of 
Hearts,” original wrappers, 1805 ; “Poetry for Children,” original boards, 1809, 
“Prince Dorus,” 1811, “Tales of Shakespeare,” original boards, 1807, 4 of the 
7 Chap-Book issues of the separate “Tales from Shakespeare,” and others; 
Rossetti’s “The Germ,” 1850; Ruskin’s “Poems,” 1850; Scott’s “Guy Manner- 
ing,” uncut, 1815, the Waverley Novels, 1814-1832, complete and first edi- 
tions, also first editions of many volumes of poetry; Shelley’s “Address to the 
Irish People,” 1812 “Adonais,” 1821, “Alastor,” 1816, “Queen Mab,” original 
boards, 1813, with the poet’s autograph, and others; Keats, quite complete 
and exceptionally fine copies; Tennyson, practically everything, perhaps the 


finest collection ever offered at auction; Thackeray, unusually complete and 
including fine copies of such rarities as “Vanity Fair,” in the original parts, 
1847-1848, “The Snob,” original parts, 1829, “The Gownsman,” original 
boards, 1830, and the “Second Funeral of Napoleon,” 1841. 


AMERICAN First Eprirrons 


The collection of first editions of American authors is the most important 
ever offered for sale. It is quite as large in numbers as either the Arnold or 
Chamberlain collections and contains more extreme rarities. The Bryant is 
very complete and includes “The Embargo,” 1808, one of the rarest of Amer- 
ican first editions. The Emerson, Holmes, and Thoreau are unusually com- 
plete. The Lowell and Longfellow collection are perhaps the most complete 
ever brought together and are rich in presentation copies and association 
volumes. The Hawthorne collection contains “Time’s Portraiture’—broad- 
side, (only 3 known), original autograph manuscript, and first publication in 
book form; “Peter Parley’s Universal History,” 1837, now extremely rare, 
and many others. The collection of Poe includes practically everything except 
the first edition of “Tamerlane” and “The Murders of the Rue Morgue,” “The 
Al Aaraaf,” 1829, which followed “Tamerlane,” is in original boards and 
an autograph presentation copy from the poet’s sister, Rose M. Poe. The 
set of Whittier is exceptionally complete, containing the rare items, which 
include “Moll Pitcher,’ 1832, and “Moge Megone,” 1836. Other authors 
are represented, some with items of great interest and rarity. 

There is also quite a number of items of Americana most of which are 
rare and in fine condition. Among these may be mentioned Cicero’s “Cato 
Major,” printed by Benjamin Franklin in 1744 and Penhallow’s “Wars of 
New England,” 1726. 


PRESENTATION AND ASSOCIATION BOOKS. 


It is only when the books are described in detail that the real merit of the 
collection appears. The mere titles and dates signify but little. There are 
many presentation copies, association books, copies in extraordinary condi- 
tion, and books with an interesting history. This is particularly true of the 
English and American authors of the last century. For instance, among the 
first editions of James Russell Lowell there is the poet’s own copy of “A Year’s 
Life,’ 1841, with his autograph on the title page; “The Fable for Critics,” 
first issue of the first edition, with the inscription — “With the kindest regards 
of J. R. L.’; the printer’s proof of the address “Democracy” delivered Octo- 
ber 6, 1884, in England, with corrections and changes in the author’s own 
handwriting; “The Poems of Maria Lowell,” his wife, whose poems he edited 
and privately printed in an edition of fifty copies, inscribed,—“To R. S. Chilton 
with the kind regards of J. Rk. L.” ; “The Commemoration Ode,” 1865. fifty 
copies privately printed for the author, inscribed,—“To Richard Grant W hite, 
Esq., with the authors kind regards,” and laid in is a long letter written to 
Col. Thomas Wentworth Higginson about the poem. 

A Goldsmith item of extreme rarity is his “Threnodia Augustalis,” a small 
quarto, written in memory of her late Royal Highness the Princess Dowager of 
Wales, spoken and sung in the great room at Soho-Square on the 20th of 
February, 1772. Only two copies are known to exist. This copy is from the 
library of Horace Walpole, who, with his own hand, has written on the title— 


“By Dr. Goldsmith.” The other copy was sold at the Huth sale, in 1913, 
and bought by Bernard Quaritch, and is now in the Harry Elkins Widener 
collection in Harvard University. This is the only copy in private hands. 

Lamb collectors will remember that in June 16, 187 (7, the “Atheneum” 
announced that a “discovery of much literary interest has been made in a region 
that would have seemed unlikely enough to yield such treasure. The long 
lost ‘Poetry for Children,’ by Charles and Mary Lamb, published in two 
tiny volumes in Godwin’s Juvenile Library, in 1809, has at last been found 
in South Australia and has been transmitted to the country of its birth and 
publication.” This identical copy, in original paper cov ered boards, green 
leather backs, lettered lengthwise “Leic ester’s Poetry,” from Locker- -Lampson’s 
Library containing his colored bookplate by Kate ‘Greenaway is in this col- 
lection. It should be noted that this Lamb collection is marvelous both for 
completeness and the condition of its copies. The Lamb collector has an oppor- 
tunity that may never come again. 

The book collector will not be satisfied either with this brief summary of 
all these treasures or even with the careful and minute catalogue descriptions 
thereof; he will want to see, to feel, to possess these or at least some of these 

rarest of books, many of which appear in the auction room only at long 
intervals.

Conditions of Sale 


1. Any bid which is merely a nominal or fractional advance may be rejected by 
the auctioneer, if, in his judgment, such bid would be likely to affect the sale in- 
juriously. 

2. The highest bidder shall be the buyer, and if any dispute arise between 
two or more bidders, the auctioneer shall either decide the same or put up for 
re-sale the lot so in dispute. 


3. Payment shall be made of all or such part of the purchase money as 
may be required, and the names and addresses of the purchasers shall be given 
immediately on the sale of every lot, in default of which the lot so purchased 
shall be immediately put up again and re-sold. 

Payment of that part of the purchase money not made at the time of sale, 
shall be made within ten days thereafter, in default of which the undersigned may 
either continue to hold the lots at the risk of the purchaser and take such action 
as may be necessary for the enforcement of the sale, or may at public or private 
sale, and without other than this notice, re-sell the lots for the benefit of such pur- 
chaser, and the deficiency (if any) arising from such re-sale, shall be a charge 

gainst such purchaser. 

4. Delivery of any purchase will be made only upon payment of the total 
amount due for all purchases at the sale. 

Deliveries will be made on sales days between the hours of 9 A. M. and 1 P. M., 
and on other days—except holidays—between the hours of 9 A. M. and 5.P. M. 

Delivery of any purchase will be made only at the American Art Galleries, or 
other place of sale, as the case may be, and only on presenting the bill of purchase. 

Delivery may be made, at the discretion of the Association, of any purchase 
during the session of the sale at which it was sold. 

5. Shipping, boxing or wrapping of purchases is a business in which the 
Association is in no wise engaged, and will not be performed by the Association 
for purchasers. The Association will, however, afford to purchasers every facility 
for employing at current and reasonable rates carriers and packers ; doing so, how- 
ever, without any assumption of responsibility on its part for the acts and charges 
of the parties engaged for such service. 

6. Storage of any purchase shall be at the sole risk of the purchaser. Title 
passes upon the fall of the auctioneer’s hammer, and thereafter, while the Asso- 
ciation will exercise due caution in caring for and delivering such purchase, it 
will not hold itself responsible if such purchase be lost, stolen, damaged or 
destroyed. 

Storage charges will be made upon all purchases not removed within ten days 
from the date of the sale thereof. 

7. Guarantee is not made either by the owner or the Association of the cor- 
recthness of the description, genuineness or authenticity of any lot, and no sale will 
be set aside on account of any incorrectness, error of cataloguing, or any imper- 
fection not noted. Every lot is on public exhibition one or more days prior to its 
sale, after which it is sold ‘tas is” and without recourse. 

The Association exercises great care to catalogue every lot correctly, and will 
give consideration to the opinion of any trustworthy expert to the effect that any 
lot has been incorrectly catalogued, and, in its judgment, may either sell the 
lot as catalogued or make mention of the opinion of such expert who thereby 
would become responsible for such damage as might result were his opinion with- 
out proper foundation. 

SPECIAL NOTICE. 

Buying or bidding by the Association for responsible parties on orders trans- 
mitted to it by mail, telegraph or telephone, will be faithfully attended to without 
charge or commission. Any purchase so made will be subject to the above Condi- 
tions of Sale, which cannot in any manner be modified. The Association, however, 
in the event of making a purchase of a lot consisting of one or more books for a 
purchaser who has not, through himself or his agent, been present at the exhibition 
or sale, will permit such lot to be returned within ten days from the date of sale, 
and the purchase money will be returned, if the lot in any material manner differs 
from its catalogue description. 

Orders for execution by the Association should be written and given with 
such plainness as to leave no room for misunderstanding. Not only should the lot 
number be given, but also the title, and bids should be stated to be so much 
for the lot, and when the lot consists of one or more volumes of books or objects 
of art, the bid per volume or piece should also be stated. If the one transmitting 
the order is unknown to the Association, a deposit should be sent or reference 
submitted. Shipping directions should also be given.

The question as to who was the creator of the woodcuts in 
the Venetian Hypnerotomachia, has been frequently discussed with great 
variety of opinion, and they have been ascribed to Mantegna, Gentile Bel- 
lini, Giovanni Bellini, his brother, Botticelli and even to Raffaello 
Sanzio. Of all these conjectures, perhaps the assignment to one of the 
Bellini brothers comes nearest to the truth, as it is an undoubted fact 
that the Poliphilo master belongs to the Bellini school. The Venetian 
origin of the book, and the signature “b” which appears on two of the 
euts near the beginning, seem also to indicate Bellini. 

This remarkable book was written by Francesco Columna or Colonna 
(born about 1433), who afterwards became a Dominican monk, and died 
in the monastery of San Giovanni e San Paola at Venice about 1527. It 
is a visionary and allegorical romance, based upon the love of the author 
for “Ippolita.” The hopes of the lover having been shattered by Ippolita’s 
entrance into a convent, he sought to immortalize the passion in a mys- 
tical romance. Under the name of “Polia,”’ the lady plays a part similar 
to that of Dante’s Beatrice, and drives the author through a dream-land, 
in which his appellation is ‘“Poliphilo,” signifying Polia’s lover. Even 
the introduction of the book is borrowed from the Divina Commedia. The 
narrator wanders through a wood, is overcome by weariness, falls asleep 
and in a dream sees the Hypnerotomachia. The imaginary land through 
which Poliphilo and Polia wander, is the region of Classic Art, as it 
seemed to the minds of the 15th Century. It is the architecture of anti- 
quity which forms the chief attraction of their quest.

YORKSHIREMAN, AFTERWARDS BISHOP OF ExerTEeR. Nothing definite is known 
as to the place of printing or name of printer, but certain features point 
to Zurich and to Froschover’—Excerpt from the John Rylands’ catalogue 
of the Tercentenary of the “Authorised Version” of the English Bible 
Exhibition. 

Number 99 of the Lord Amherst collection, sold in London, December, 
1908, with the following catalogue description : 

“Tip First EpITION OF THE WHOLE BIBLE IN ENGLISH, AND EXCESSIVELY 
RARE IN ANY CONDITION, NO PERFECT COPY BEING KNOWN. THIS IS AN 
UNCOMMONLY GOOD copy, wanting only the title, first 2 ll. of dedication 
(supplied in facsimile), and map; 2 ll. are split across and mended, some 
lower plain margins are mended, and a few front marginal notes at end 
are shaved, but the bulk is in first rate condition. The woodcuts are 
chiefly by Hans Sebald Beham, many of which were issued separately as 
Bible Illustrations by Egenolph of Frankfort. So eoop A copy HAS NOT 
BEEN SOLD BY AUCTION SINCE THE ASHBURNHAM SALE IN 1896.” 

A manuscript comment on last leaf by Mr. Ferguson representing Mr. 
Bernard Quaritch states that,—3R6 and 2T6 (both blanks) are missing. 

It was Coverdale’s Glory to produce the first printed English Bible. It 
was “faythfully and truly translated out of Douche (i.e., German) 
and Latyn.” 

In his Dedication to the King, Coverdale says he thought it was his 
duty, “when I had translated this Bible, not onely to dedicate this 
translacyon unto your Highnesse, but wholly to commytte it unto 
the same to the intent that . . it may stonde in your Graces handes 
to correcte it, to amend it . . my poore translaycon . . I have nether 
wrested nor altered so much as one worde . . but have with a cleare 
conscience purely and faythfully translated this out of fyve sundry 
interpreters.” In the Prologue to the Readers, he says: “It greved 
me that other nacyons shulde be more plenteously provyded for with 
the scriptures in theyr mother tongue than we,—therefore when 
I was instantly requyred though I coulde not do so well as I wolde 
I theught it yet my dewtyr to do my best. . . . For the which cause 

. | toke the more upon me to set forth this speciall translacyon, 
not asa... despyser of other mens translacyons.”’ And further on, 
explaining why he sometimes uses different synonyms for one word, 
he says “this manner have I used in my translacyon.” 

It is in this, the Editio Princeps of the English Bible, that the two 
curious renderings are first found, which lent popular names to 
later Editions of the English Bible, viz., “Bug” and “Treacle” :—

This attribution is very doubtful, the poem having slight 
resemblance to the writings of Heywood, but more closely approaching 

those of either John Taylor, the water-poet, or Richard Brathwaite, the 

author of Drunken Barnaby, and in all probability it is the work of the 

former. A later edition was issued in 1651, together with another poem 

apparently by the same author: “The Valiant Battell between the Norfolk 

and Wisbech Cock.” The first edition of this latter was published in 

1642, and the author was stated on the title-page to be Thomas Randall, 

an attempt to foist the authorship on Thomas Randolph, the author of 
“Amyntas.” Randolph could not be the author of this “Preparative,” as 

he died in 1655, and allusions are made in the poem to Charles I., the 

Rebels, and General Leslie. Both Brathwaite and Taylor were Royalists, 

and the metre, style, incidental allusions and similes in the poem strikingly 

suggest the known writings of the celebrated water-poet. Taylor issued 

many anonymous publications of this character, and was for some time 

collector of the wine dues in the Port of London. The opening lines are:

They had so strong effect on the vivid imagination of Shelley, that he 
fainted. It was then proposed that each of them should write a weird 
story. Under this impulse Mary Godwin wrote ‘Frankenstein,’ and the 
tale of “The Vampyre” was the second and the only other written, which 
Polidori asserts was by Byron but which Byron said was by Polidori 
himself.

THE EXCESSIVELY RARE ORIGINAL ISSUE, OF WHICH BUT FEW COPIES WITH 
THE GENUINE FRONTISPIECE BY ‘PHIZ’? ARE KNOWN. The Samuel Henry 
Austen copy, sold in these rooms, April 23, 1917. 

It is accompanied by a very rare playbill, issued from St. James’s 
Theatre, Thursday, Oct. 20th, 1886, when the ‘entirely new Burletta 
(Written by Boz) called ‘The Strange Gentleman,’” was first produced, 
with Mr. Harley, Mr. Hollingsworth, Madama Sala, Miss Stuart, and 
others in the east. 

The St. James’s Theatre was opened about 1836 and Dickens wrote 
three plays specially for performance there, viz. “The Village Coquettes,” 
“Is She His Wife?” and “The Strange Gentleman.” The latter is adapted 
from the “Great Winglebury Duel,” one of the sketches in his previously 
published “Sketches by Boz.” It saw its initial performance on Septem- 
ber 29, 1886 (the first night of the season), with J. P. Halsey in the title- 
role. The play was quite a success and ran for sixty nights. On one 
occasion, it is said that the author essayed one of the roles, but with no 
great amount of success. That Dickens would have been a great success 
as an actor (a profession he always had a fondness for, and which he at 
one time thought of adopting) is evidenced by his performance at Mon- 
treal a few years later (1842), where his performance as Captain 
Bobadil in Jonson’s “Every Man in his Humor” rivalled the best actors 
of the day. 

For the benefit of those interested, the following comparisons with the 
original and reprint, with the original date, may be of interest.

Walter T. Spencer of London, the prominet bookseller, says in a letter 
enclosed,—‘‘/ have never seen or heard of a copy of this book in Parts in 
all my 380 years experience.” 

In Part No. 3 begins “The Pickwick Advertiser,” itself a piracy, in 
which Edward Lloyd begs to inform the trade; that he intends publishing 
a very superior collection of Almanacs for 1888, from a half-penny to six- 
pence each, to be ready the latter end of September, and further on “all 
unsold copies taken back by the 18th of January 18388.” This evidences 
the fact that these were being issued while the genuine publication was 
running, the last number of which came out in November 1837. 

In Part 10, Lloyd advertises with large caption ‘‘Beware of Impost- 
tions!!!” “Ask for Lloyd’s Edition.” Other advertisements of penny 
editions appear. Back cover of Part 5. “Penny Weekly and 4d. Monthly 
edition of “Oliver Twiss by Bos,’ and specimen pictorial wrapper; back 
cover of Part 11 ‘Pickwick in America” and specimen wrapper, in which 
the portrait of Pickwick is recognizable; on Part 12 “Nickelas Nickle- 
bery” by “Bos” in 1d.

HARLIEST ISSUE OF THE First Eprrion. Eckels corrects a misconception 
of cataloguers regarding this work: “Not one of Dickens’ works was the 
subject of so much adverse criticism as the book he wrote after his first 
return from a visit in America in 1842. He wrote a chapter which he 
intended for the introduction to the book, which may have softened the 
American attitude, had it been printed. But a week before the ‘Notes’ 
appeared it was decided to eliminate it. That is why all first issues 
carry a test which is infallible. In Vol. IL. the first pagination is page 
XVI, that being the last page of the ‘Contents to Volume I.’ Foster, in 
the ‘Life’ printed the cancelled chapter in full under the heading 
‘Introductory and necessary to be Read.’ Before the suppression was 
agreed upon the sheets were partly printed and the pagination was not 
altered. Later and before the first edition was exhausted, the revised 
pagination was made. Many recent auction catalogues fall into the 
curious error in description by stating that the chapter in question had 
been transferred to the second volume. The book was issued October 
18... Four editions followed before the end of the year.” The matter 
omitted was Dickens’ ‘‘Apology.” 

Laid in is AN EXCEEDINGLY INTERESTING TWO-PAGE A.L.S. of the author, 
to William Day. 

The great novelist had just returned from his visit to America when 
he wrote this letter; but a few months before the publication of “Amert- 
can Notes” had aroused a storm of adverse eriticism from the American 
public, and though he did much to placate American sentiment. he still 
had the courage of his convictions regarding American institutions. espec- 
ially Slavery which was vividly present in his mind.

In the twelve years of literary drudgery, of hack-work, that Goldsmith 
spent, mostly in the employment of Newbery, he must have written 
many things that are still unknown. It is only within the last half 
century, as the love of the personality of Goldsmith and of his writings 
has increased, that special attention has been paid to these minor items 
of his, and “Goody Two-shoes,” and ‘Mother Goose” are now generally 
accepted as having been his composition. Goldsmith loved children, and 
many times expressed his liking for the writing of books for them. One 
cannot say decidedly as to who wrote the short series issued under the 
pen-name of Tom Telescope, but, taking this particular volume here 
offered, a few notes may be made that cannot but lead to the thought 
that the author of the “Vicar of Wakefield’ may have had a hand in its 
composition.

The first clue to the authorship of this Address is the foot-note, which 
reads.—“Not ‘Hawthorne,’—as one of the present representatives of the 
family, has seen fit to transmogrify a good old name. However, Time 
seldom has occasion to mention the gentleman’s name, so that it is no 
great matter how he spells or pronounces hie!

Chamberlain in his bibliography 
of the writings of Hawthorne, issued by the Grolier Club, gives the 
following interesting bibliographical account of this famous Hawthorne 
rarity: 

“This address first appeared anonymously as a broadside in 1838, but 
in the period of Hawthorne’s great fame, soon after the publication of 
‘The Scarlet Letter,’ ‘House of the Seven Gables,’ ‘Wonder Book,’ ‘Snow 
Image,’ ‘The Blithedale Romance’ and ‘Life of Franklin Pierce.’ It was 
reissued in this form with a bracketed note on page 4, signed ‘Printer’s 
Deyil,’ which practically disclosed the authorship, and reads: ‘An author 
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has a right to say what he will about himself, but we guess he'll find that 
Time will have a good deal to say about him—and more fifty years hence 
than now.’ ” 

In “The Christmas Locket,” Boston, 1870, an unsigned article appeared 
on “Father Time” written by J. E. Babson, disclosing the authorship of 
this address, but “Time’s Portraiture,” which is herewith presented to the 
readers of “The Christmas Locket,” was not reprinted by its author, and 
is not found in any edition of his writings. It was afterwards collected 
in posthumous volume of the author’s works entitled “Dolliver’s Romance 
and other Pieces,” Boston, 1876.

Owing to the fact that Mr. Wallace has brought together the complete 
sequence of this famous Hawthorne item (the original manuscript, the 
broadside from which it was printed, and the first publication in book 
form), in itself a remarkable achievement, the following differences in the 
broadside and the publication in book form will probably be of interest 
to collectors and others, as we think they are pointed out for the first 
time. 

The 1835 “Address” differs slightly from the Broadside of 1838. Refer- 
ences to current events in the year 1888 have been omitted from the 
1853 “Address,” and in a few instances words have been changed to 
make the reference fit in in time and place. The following differences 
are to be noted,—the broadside is grouped into 10 paragraphs, while the 
leaflet has 11, the first paragraph being divided into two; in the former, 
par. 3, the 6th line from the last reads, ‘“Whaling-business,” which is 
changed in the 1853 copy to “California trade;” in par. 5, the former 
reference to “Whig” victories, later becomes “Democratic” victories ; 
and several lines referring to the Florida War are omitted in the 1853 
copy; in the same paragraph, “for ‘his’ more private gossip,” later be- 
comes “for ‘Time’s’ more private gossip,” and the “Glee” Club, becomes 
the ‘“Musical” Club; in par. 6, “Messrs Jewett & Ives’” is omitted from 
the 1853 copy; in par. 7, the reference to “the Union Insurance” is 
changed to “a Marine Insurance’ and 5 sentences are omitted in the 
1853 copy; in par. 9, there reads ‘“ ‘less than’ 50 years ago,” changed to 
“<Some’ fifty years ago; and in par. 10, ie. par. 11 of the leaflet, the 
following phrase is omitted, “to our Country, a return of specie payments.”

Essex’s enemies at court excited the suspicion in Queen Eliza- 
beth’s mind that the author, under the guise of an historical treatise, 
was criticising her policy and hinting at what might possibly befall her 
in the future. She ordered Bacon to examine it for evidence of treason. 
He reported that Hayward had borrowed so many passages from Tacitus 
that there might be ground for prosecuting him for felony, but he could 
find no treasonable language. Hayward, nevertheless, was brought 
before the Star-Chamber and imprisoned, and does not seem to have been 
released until after Hssex’s execution.

The following description, written by Mr. Wallace for his private cata- 
logue, is of such interest, that we print it in full,— 

This obscure periodical, devoted to Religion and Literature, published 
the “Ode to Apollo” in June 1886, with the following editorial note, ‘The 
following beautiful poem is for the first time published from the original 
manuscript, presented to the Editor by the Poet’s brother. Ed.” 

So far as we are able to learn, this poem of 36 lines has never been 
collected, or again reprinted. The Western Messenger was edited by 
Rey. HEphriam Peabody, Rey. James Freeman Clarke, and Rey. W. H. 
Channing. The present copy was the property of James Freeman Clarke, 
and inserted at p. 768 is a slip reading,—‘‘See Buaton Forman, Edit. of 
Keats 4 Vols, 8vo. London —— If not then write to H. Buxton Forman 
Esq. C. B. General Post Office, Aldersgate, W. London H. C. — — telling 
him yowve come across item, ‘Ode to Apollo’ and give him particulars 
of place, item and publication.” 

This good intention was evidently never carried out, but the “Western 
Messenger” has preserved for us, what would otherwise have been lost, 
one more beautiful specimen of the gifted poet to add to the list that is 
only too short. 

Again in July 1836, pp. 820-823 of the same periodical is printed a long 
and interesting letter of John Keats, addressed to,—“My dear Tom,” on 
“Teolmkill,” “Staffa,” and “Fingal’s Cave,” terminating in the poem after- 
wards collected under the title ‘“Staffa,” printed without the letter, which 
in itself is very interesting and ends with the remark,—“/J am sorry I 
am so indolent as to write such stuff as this—it can’t be helped,” ete. 

Further on, this searcher after beautiful, poetical and religious thoughts, 
this editor with access to Keats’ intimate correspondence, prints, p. 772 
more verses of Keats which we are unable to trace elsewhere. To quote 
his own words,—‘‘The editor is permitted to gratify the readers of the 
Messenger with the following interesting extracts from a journal kept 

[Continued 
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by the Poet, John Keats. It was sent in letters to his brother, during a 
pedestrian tour through parts of England and Scotland, in the year 1818, 
when he was 22 years of age. He died three years afterwards, in Rome... 
These have not hitherto been published, but it appeared to us, from the 
specimens which we have seen of them, that they are of a higher order 
of composition than his poems.... We feel a little proud that we, in 
this western valley, are the first to publish specimens of these writings.... 
almost as strange is it to meet with the original papers of John Keats, 
at the Falls of the Ohio,’ ete. Then follow snatches of verse and 
extracts from the journal. 

In addition to the Keats’ interest these volumes contain several original 
poems by Ralph Waldo Emerson (including “Hach in All,’ “To the 
Humble Bee,” ete., which the editor states “are almost the first poetical 
specimens of his (Emerson’s) writings which have appeared in print”), 
original poems by Oliver Wendell Holmes and others of note, Sketches of 
the Indians, with accounts of their Massacres, articles on Western 
Antiquities, ete.

It has been very generally accepted that Lamb wrote 
the preface of this work by James White, the schoolfellow of Lamb’s, 
but new evidence has been adduced to confirm the belief that Lamb, if 
not collaborating in its production, added much by suggestion, and inspira- 
tion. Canon Ainger states that Southey believed that Lamb had a hand 
in the work. The preface in particular bears some traces of his peculiar 
vein. 

John Matthew Gulch, a Christ’s Hospital Boy, wrote in his copy of 
the book,—‘T'hese letters were the production of my old schoolfellow 
James White, with incidental hints and corrections by another school- 
fellow Charles Lamb.” James White is immortalized in the Elia Hssay 
on “Chimney Sweepers” as the “Jem White’ who gave an annual dinner 
to the sooty tribe, and of whom Lamb says; “He carried away with him 
half the fun of the world when he died—of my world at least”.

WERE ONCE THE PROPERTY OF CHARLES LAMB, WHO PRESENTED THEM TO HIS 
OLD ASSOCIATE AND FELLOW CLERK AT THE Hast INDIA HOUSE, HENRY

estimation of his old associate is characteristically expressed by him in 
a letter to Southey in the year 1815, where he says,—‘“But there is @ man 
in my office, a Mr. Hedges who proses it away from morning to night, and 
never gets beyond corporal and material verities. He'd get these crack- 
brain metaphysics out of the young gentlemen’s head as soon as any one 
I know. When I can't sleep onights, I imagine a dialogue with Mr. 
Hedges, upon any given subject, and go prosing on in fancy with him, till 
either laugh or fall asleep. I have literally found it answer.” 

Of the three volumes, either bound by Lamb or Hedges himself and 
thus preserved as a gift of his esteemed friend, THE BIRMINGHAM HDITION 
oF “ROSAMUND GRAY” IS ONE OF THE MOST VALUABLE AND RAREST OF ALL 
or LAMB'S WORKS. 

Only one perfect copy of the Birmingham edition has been sold at 
public auction, and this is the copy. Nearly all the great collections of 
Lamb material do not possess it, and but a very few copies are known to 
exist. It is probably the most esteemed of not a few Lamb items, now 
practically unobtainable. 

Mr. Livingston in his Bibliography of Lamb says: ‘Only two copies 
of the original Birmingham title-page are now traceable, one in the 
Locker-Lampson collection, the other in the library of Mr. E. D. Church 
of New York (and now in Mr. H. E. Huntington’s library). The copies 
which went to London have a reprinted title-page. The old title was cut 
out and a new one inserted on the stub.”

This was Lamb’s first attempt at 
play writing, which he sent to Charles Kemble in the hope of the actor’s 
presenting it to the public, but Kemble promptly lost the manuscript, 
and in consequence Lamb had to write another version. In the first 
letter that Lamb wrote to Southey, alluding to it, he said,—‘My tragedy 
will be a medley of laughter and tears—songs, wit, pathos, humor— 
Heaven send they dance not the dance of death.” It is particularly in- 
teresting as the first evidence of Lamb’s study of the dramatic poetry of 
the Elizabethan age, in whose revival he bore so large a part. William 
Jodwin accidently seeing the delicious rhymed passage in the “Forest 
scene,” took it for a choice fragment from the old dramatists and went 
to Lamb to assist him in finding the author. 

“The Fragments of Burton” was a mild attempt at a literary forgery 
on the part of Lamb. Tur Porm “To HELEN” Is Mary LAMB’S FIRST 
APPEARANCE IN PRINT. Of this Lamb wrote to Coleridge, Aug. 26, 1800,— 
“How do you like the little epigram. It is not my writing nor had I any 
finger in it—I will just hint that it is almost or quite a first attempt.”

First Epirion. At the time of publication of Luther Livingston’s 
Bibliography of Charles and Mary Lamb in 1903, this work was usually 
catalogued as “ascribed to Lamb.” Further research has reasonably 
established the fact that this and possibly other works of a similar nature 
were written by both Charles and Mary Lamb at the instigation of, and 
published by, Godwin of the Juvenile Library, as a daily “bread winner.” 
There is an amount of “task work” of this nature done by the Lambs 
yet unexplored to make an abundant field of research for coming 
collectors. 

The comparison of lists of published works in the back of such books 
| as Shakespeare “Tales,” 1809, “Poetry for Children,’ 1809. Mylius’ 
“Book of Poetry,” 1811, ete. invariably group “Stories of Old Daniel” 
in the list of Lamb’s writings as they do “Mrs Leicester’s School” which 
is now well authenticated to have been written by Lamb. Perhaps the 
best exemplification can be found in the advertisements at the back of 
“Prince Dorus,” which like “Stories of Old Daniel” was printed anony- 
mously, and contains twelve pages of Godwin’s advertisements of New 
; Books for Children, and was the means by which Mr. J. Pearson made 
the discovery that Charles Lamb was the author of “Beauty and the 
Beast.”

Only three pieces were by Charles Lamb; the others 
were by Mary. For this we have Lamb’s own statement, made in a 
letter to Bernard Barton, written in 1824: 

“My sister’s part in the ‘Leicester’s School’ (about two thirds) was 
purely her own; as it was (to the same quantity) in the ‘Shakespeare 
Tales’ which bear my name. I wrote only the ‘Witch Aunt,’ the ‘First 
Going to School, and the final story about ‘A Little Indian Girl in a 
ship.” 

This book, was, no doubt, made at Godwin’s suggestion. It seems to 
have been published late in 1808, though dated 1809. The copyrights 
for this volume and “Tales from Shakespeare” were sold to Baldwin and 
Craddock on July 21, 1886, by Mary Lamb for £15.0.0. According to 
the indenture the original holder of the copyright was William Godwin.

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It is by mere inference that this little volume is associated with Charles 
and Mary Lamb. The reference to three volumes mentioned in the pre- 
face of Tuer’s reprint of “Poetry for Children” is the earliest suggestion. 
The pencil note on the inner cover of the present volume, if it can be 
relied upon, bears some testimony,—‘‘Very rare little book by Oharles 
Lamb and his sister.

THESE LITTLE CHAP BOOKS ARE THE RAREST OF ALL THE PUBLICATIONS OF 
CHARLES AND MAry LAMB, INDEED, FOR SOME TIME CONSIDERABLE DOUBT HAD 
BEEN ENTERTAINED IF SUCH ITEMS HAD EVER BEEN PUBLISHED. Only a 
passing reference is made to them in Thomson’s Bibliography of Charles 
and Mary Lamb, and this reference is inaccurate. Livingston’s Bibliog- 
raphy of Lamb merely states that “Some, at least, of the Tales were 
also printed separately, with different plates, colored, advertised by 
Godwin.” 

Of the twenty Tales which appeared in book form, ONLY SEVEN ARE 
ACTUALLY KNOWN TO HAVE BEEN SEPARATELY PRINTED, although M. J. 
Godwin the publisher announced the publication of eight, viz.: Winter’s 
Tale, Othello, Midsummer Night’s Dream, Cymbeline, Romeo and Juliet, 
Timon of Athens, King Lear and Merchant of Venice. [See announce- 
ment of the foregoing in the volume of “Tales from Shakespeare,” p. 3, 
second edition, London, 1809, No. 775 of this catalogue. ] 

Mr. H. C. Folger of New. York, has all seven Tales, but apart from 
these we are not aware of the existence of any copies of the others being 
in any collection in this country. 

Mr. T. J. Wise of London also has all seven Tales, two of which how- 
ever are thought to be slightly imperfect. 

Mary Lamb herself refers to the proposed issue, for, writing to Sarah 
Stoddard in June 1806 she says,—‘‘Wy Tales are to be published in sep- 
arate Story Books, I mean, in single Stories, like the children’s little Shil- 
ling . . . One will be published very soon and then you shall have it 
all in print.” 

The actual knowledge beyond this is an advertisement issued by 
Godwin, projecting a series of ‘Tales’ in Chap-book form and which 
he commenced to issue. In the mean time he enlarged his scheme and 
issued the well known two volumes, but still carried out the single 
volume notion. The Tales separately were therefore published at inter- 
vals of time, and he would naturally take years to get through them. 
Interesting bibliographical data by Mr. Wallace laid in.

with Mr. Jaggard. One would not presuppose that Charles and Mary, 
(and this is more suggestive of Mary) were dependent entirely upon 
Godwin for a market for their wares, for whom we know they held no 
exalted opinion, and it is supposable that all their little “pot boilers” 
were not exclusively printed by Godwin. Though not included in Liy- 
ingston’s Bibliography, the work is accepted by many and often cata- 
logued as by Lamb. New evidence on these subjects is continually 
turning up and the last word has not yet been printed on the minor 
writings of Charles and Mary Lamb. No one was more keenly apprecia- 
tive of this fact that Livingston himself.

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In the preface of the facsimile reprint of “Prince Dorus,” (on large 
paper, limited to 500 copies, with the plates in colors, numbered and 
signed by Field and Tuer, which accompanies the above), Mr. A. W.

“This play was written early in 1806. In a postscript to a letter to 
Hazlitt, dated February 19, 1806, Lamb wrote—‘‘Have taken a room at 
three shillings a week, to be in between five and eight at night, to avoid 
my nocturnal, alias knock-eternal visitors. The first fruit of my retire- 
ment has been a farce, which goes to manager tomorrow. Wish my 
ticket luck.” It was accepted by the managers of Drury Lane in a 
letter dated June 11. 1806, a copy of which Lamb sent to Wordsworth. 
In the same letter he goes on to plan the pattern of author’s compli- 
mentary ticket. He says in part,—“/ think it will be best to write my 
name at full length; but then if I give away a great many, that will 
be tedious. Perhaps Ch. Lamb will do.’—lL. 8. Livingston. 

The farce was not printed in England, until it was included by Lamb 
in the “Works” in 1818. It was played in New York in March 1807, 
but seems not to have been printed. It was again put on the stage in 
Philadelphia in 1812, and this first edition is as there staged, with list 
of characters including Mrs. Jefferson, grandmother of the famous 
Joseph Jefferson.

Of these twenty 

five, two were by Barry Cornwall and one by Allan Cunningham. Of the 

twenty two remaining Essays, four had already been printed in England 

in the second volume of the Works of 1818. Twelve of the eighteen 

papers were included by Lamb in the 1833 edition, the last of the twelve, 

however (the final essay in the volume), being much condensed by 

Lamb and spoiled in the condensing.

“This is Lilly’s chief Work. In it the Author relates the adventures, 
correspondence, and conversation of a young gentleman of Athens, who 
gives his name to the work, and of his friend Philautus, a native of 
Naples.

Numerous passages have been pointed out in Shakespeare’s Plays as 
proofs of his extensive indebtedness to Lilly’s ‘“Euphues” for sentiments 
and phrases. Polonius’s advice. to Laertes is borrowed from Euphue’s 
advice to Philantus, but many other parallels for it might be found. It 
is more certain that Shakespeare ridiculed Lilly’s style in his earliest 
comedy, Love’s Labour’s Lost, and accurately caricatured its vapid arti- 
ficiality in Falstaff’s remark, “Though the cammomile, the more it is 
trodden on the faster it grows, yet youth, the more it is wasted the sooner 
it wears.” (First part of King Henry IV.)

and the Peoria debate of October 16, 1854. However, I am satisfied that 
this book was purchased and probably used by Lincoln to qualify him- 
self on the technical subjects as they might arise during the course of 
} various trials in which he engaged. From the fact that he wrote his 
“| address in the book it seems probable that he expected to use it at his 
home and probably to carry it about as required in lawsuits. Lincoln 
| usually prepared himself on the technical questions that arose in the 
various cases that he tried and particularly in cases which required 
engineering knowledge, and this is just the kind of a book that a lawyer 
would want for ready reference to post himself on technical questions. 
Assuming that he made the remarks at various places in the book, it is 
quite likely that he may have used this book in preparing for the case 
of Hurd y. R. R. Bridge Co., tried in September, 1857, which involved the 
question of damages over a steamship collision with a railroad bridge, 
| and perhaps he also used it in the famous Sandbar case tried in Chicago 
1 in 1860.”

The “Julius Cesar” was first issued in the Folio. Of the Quarto edi- 
tions, Miss Henrietta C. Bartlett, in her monograph published in 1913, 
gives six variations, four of them undated, one dated 1684, and one 1691. 
She goes minutely into the collation of each variant, and says (p. 11),— 
“There is nothing in them (the undated quartos) however, to assist us 
as to the proper sequence of the quartos...” and (p. 6), “It has generally 
been considered that the first edition was undated, appearing about 1680, 
and that it was followed by the dated editions of 1684 and 1691.”

It was printed in the latter part of 1817 with the title post-dated as usual. 
In this poem Shelley had carried the expression of his opinions, moral, 
political and theological, beyond the bounds of discretion. The terror 
which the perusal of the book inspired in Mr. Ollier, the publisher, in 
those days of persecution of the press, induced him to solicit the altera- 
tion of many passages which he had marked. Shelley at first refused 
absolutely, but finally by the advice of his friends, submitted to the 
required changes. The work was gone over line for line by what was 
practically a literary committee of friends, and in spite of frequent 
protests the required changes were made.

The book was printed at Leghorn though not pub- 
lished in England until the spring of 1820, and then without the intended 
frontispiece. Shelley writes, “I cannot describe the trouble I had with 
the Italian printer.” The list of “Errata” exists only in Shelley’s auto- 
graph, but so far as known, has never been printed. The second edition 
duly corrected appeared in London, dated 1821, however, before Shelley’s 
MS. errata turned up. It is therefore clear that the proper basis of 
the text is the first edition.

It will be remembered that this strange and wonderful poem was 
composed by Shelley (according to Mrs. Shelley’s classification) in 1821, 
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the year before his drowning on the homeward voyage from Leghorn; 
and the “unfortunate lady” was Emilia Viviani, then in the Convent 
of St. Anne, Pisa. The Autograph of P. B. Shelley on the title lends 
additional significance to this momentous item: for the secret of the 
authorship, at the time so carefully guarded, would naturally make the 
acknowledgement by signature (to some trusted friend) a matter of 
great precaution. To whom this particular inscribed copy was given 
is now a matter entirely of conjecture. 

Shelley, when forwarding the manuscript to his publisher said; it 
is to be published simply for the esoteric few. . . it should be printed 
immediately in the simplest form, and merely one hundred copies.” 

As a matter of purely literary and personal interest, outside the realms 
of bibliography, the marvellous descriptions of the sea in the great 
poem, and the allusions to the dead author (in the introduction) as 
about to have started on a voyage to Sporades, seems, along with many 
similar allusions in Shelley’s poetry, to be portends of his own last 
days spent in the little yacht, and of his death as the result of its 
wreck among the waves of Specia.

THE SUPPRESSED EDITION OF SHELLEY LETTERS, disputed as forgeries in 
the “Athenaeum,” Mr. Moxon having suppressed the book and called in 
every copy procurable, within one month of publication. 

Perhaps one of the most ingenious literary forgeries ever perpetrated. 
The forgery is attributed to George Byron, natural son of Lord Byron. 
All the details were so carefully executed that publishers and literary 
men as well were deceived, even Robert Browning, who was induced to 
add the Introductory Hssay of 44pp. which is a most valuable piece of 
critical writing. 

The genuineness of the letters was first called into question by EF. T. 
Palgrave who saw the book at Tennyson’s and accidentally opened it 
at a passage he recognized as taken from a published article by his 
fatiier. The book was rapidly suppressed, and all save the few already 
in circulation were destroyed.

“King Lear,’ while many phrases in his plays, especially in the ‘*Tempest” 
and “Midsummer Night’s Dream,” closely resemble expressions in the 
“Areadia,” and justify the conjecture that he studied the romance as 
carefully as he studied Sidney’s sonnets or his masque of the “Lady of 
May.” There is an unmistakable resemblance between Holophernes in 
“Love’s Labour Lost,” and Rombus, the pedantic schoolmaster in Sidney’s 
masque. SPENSER’S “Faerie Queene” also stands indebted at many points 
to Sidney’s romance. Among other imitators of Sidney may be mentioned 
Nathaniel Baxter, Lady Mary Wroth, John Reynolds, Francis Quarles, 
etc. Plots of Plays were also drawn from the ‘Areadia” by Shirley, 
Beaumont and Fletcher, etc.

sometimes described as “not in Wise,” and though the following may seem 
to belittle its importance, it still has a collector’s value as a separate 
publication, not measured by the relation of years, but the present day 
scarcity. It is referred to by Mr. Wise, in a foot note, p. 213, as follows: 
“In 1884 Maemillan published a reprint of ‘The Passing of Arthur’ in 
foolscap Svo, price Ninepence. Some few years ago this pamphlet was 
‘boomed’ by the booksellers under the mistaken notion that it was a 
‘Tennyson rarity’ and for a while it commanded in the Auction Room 
prices reaching to ten or twelve pounds. It is a curious fact that for 
some time, while the second-hand value of the pamphlet was measured in 
pounds, it was still obtainable from the publishers at the original price of 
issue.”

Mr. Thomas J. Wise states that there was originally struck off 100 
copies, that about 97 of these were forwarded to the Queen on July 20th, 
1885, three days before the wedding. (See Alfred Tennyson’s ‘A Mem- 
oir,” 1897). 

Beyond the Palgrave copy in the British Museum only two other copies 
can now be recorded. One of these was the property of Mr. George Lille 
Craik. The other was formerly in the possession of Mr. Alexander Mac- 
millan, by whom it was given to Mr. 8. R. Hutt. At a later date Mr. 
Hutt generously handed it to Mr. Wise, and it is now part of his renowned 
Tennyson collection. 

Mr. Wise further states: “Immediately after the first edition had been 
printed, a second edition was produced. Fifty copies only were struck 
off, and these were reserved strictly for private distribution.... They 
were printed upon a pale cream colored wove paper without w atermark, 
and without gilt edges, (which distinguish the first lot), and measure 
11% x 8% inch. the former 10 x 8% inch. Both editions of the brochure 
were printed from the same ty pes, which had not been distributed after 
the first edition had left the press.”

The poem, as the title indicates, was written in honor of the Jubilee of 
Queen Victoria and was published in “Jacmillan’s Magazine” for April, 
1887. This pamphlet, however, was put into type at a date anterior to 
the composition of the Magazine, but was not given out till May, the 
half-title and last leaf, forming the original covers, not having been struck 
off till that date. The text, therefore, of this issue (i.e. pp. 1-8) consti- 
tutes the very earliest printing of the poem. In the issue known as the 
“Author’s private edition,” the text is considerably altered, hence the 
above presents the FIRST AND ONLY SEPARATE PRINTING OF THE POEM AS IT 
WAS ORIGINALLY WRITTEN. 

According to Mr. Geo. A. Macmillan (in a letter to Mr. Thomas J. Wise) 
only 50 copies of the pamphlet were printed in all. 

The Ode was set to music by C. Villars Stanford and issued in pamphlet 
form which is dated “February 1887” at the foot of the last page. This, 
however, is not the date of publication, but the date upon which the en- 
graving of the music was completed. The book was not placed on public 
sale until the twenty second of April following.

Mr. Thomas J. Wise states: “The Antechamber” is the original form of 
the well-known poem “The Gardener’s Daughter; or The Pictures,” first 
published in 1842. “The Antechamber’ was written at least eight years 
anterior to its publication in the revised form of “The Gardener’s Daugh- 
ter”; the manuscript from which it was printed in 1906 is dated “October 
15, 1834.” 

The variations from “The Gardener’s Daughter” are considerable. “The 
Antechamber” consists of 376 lines, “The Gardener’s Daughter” of 273 
only. 

In the Memoir by the Poet’s son he says,— “the Poem was originally 
intended as a prologue to “The Gardener’s Daughter,” and was called 
“The Ante-Chamber.”’ My father wished it never to be printed in front 
of “The Gardener’s Daughter” because this is full enough. It is however 
too good to be lost. The portrait in “The Ante-Chamber” might be himself 
at that period, so his friends say, but that was by no means his intention.” 

Mr. Wise asserts that this statement is somewhat inaccurate: “The 
fact is these lines formed part of the Poem itself, and the title of the 
complete Poem was originally “The Ante-Chamber,” this title being can- 
celled in favor of “The Gardener’s Daughter,’ when the Idyll was re- 
modelled and to a large extent rewritten.

In a recent issue of the Literary Supplement of the London ‘Times,” 
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there appeared an exceedingly interesting article on this famous work. 
written we believe by William Roberts. Following are excerpts from that 
article,— 

“The First Epirion of Tewrdannck. The very high prices paid for the 
two Huth copies of the first or 1517 edition, one on paper (£210) and the 
other on vellum (£580), of this famous and beautiful book suggest a more 
lengthy notice than was possible at the time of the sale. The book itself, 
‘Die Geurlicheiten und einsteils der geschichten des loblichen streytparen 
und hochberumbten helds und Ritters Herr Tewrdannckhs,’ with cuts by 
Hans Schauefelein and others, has always been a favourite one with col- 
lectors, and curiously enough it is a favourite not because of its rarity but 
for its beauty. Unfortunately its beauty has been its misfortune, for 
many of the copies in existence have suffered from too constant and care- 
less handling, and others are wanting various pages. It is in fact less 
rare than many other fine volumes dating from about the same period. 
The poem was written by Melchior Pfintzing from the papers of the 
Emperior Maximilian’s secretary, between 1512 and 1516, for the amuse- 
ment of the young King of Spain (afterwards Charles V); it embodies 
in an allegorical form the story of the wooing of Mary of Burgundy by 
Maximilian when Archduke of Austria. The first edition was printed, 
probably for private distribution, at Nuremberg by J. Schonsperger in 
1517, whilst the second appeared at Augsburg in 1519.

The history of “The Snob” is still somewhat obscure, and the author- 
ship of some of the contributions still doubtful. The contributions by 
Thsckeray, with two or three exceptions, were never acknowledged by 
him. The exceptions are No. 6, where in letters he refers to having 
written “To Genevieve,” and the advertisement headed “Sidney Sussex 
College.” In another letter written on May 23, 1829, he mentions that he 
and the editor, his fellow collegian W. G. Lettson, “wrote The Snob, for 
next Thursday in five hours.” This number must have been No. 8 which 
is almost entirely composed of a parody on a tragedy. In addition to 
these, the parody of Tennyson’s “Timbuctoo” is known to have been 
written entirely by him. There can be little doubt, however, that the 
“Ramsbottom” papers commencing in No. 7 and continuing to the end are 
by him, and they compose the greater part of those numbers. As these 
papers are presumably communicated or signed by “F. Tudge,” and refer 
also to a poem signed “Snooks Jnr.” a few more pieces can be identified. 
There is a peculiarity in the imprint which apparently has not been 
noticed before. Some read “Printed for the Editors”; but Nos. 6, 7, and 
9 read “Printed for the Editor.” We know from Thackeray’s letters, 
referred to above, that two pieces at least in No. 6 were by him, and No. 9 
is practically all “Ramsbottom” papers. It is possible therefore, that 
those numbers that read “Editor” in the singular person are entirely by 
him. The numbers have on the top of the first page a statement as to 
edition, varying from the Second to the Sixth. Whether these designa- 
tions were a publisher’s or editor’s fiction to presume a large sale, has 
also been unsolved. A few numbers are known without any designation 
of number of edition, but only one complete set in this form is in existence, 
and that in England. The numbers are also printed on paper of four or 
five various colors, and these bearing the same designation of edition are 
not always on the same color. For instance, in this set, No. 8 which is 
marked “Second Edition” is on pink paper, other numbers of the Second 
Edition are on Green or Pink paper.

“Tt is difficult to determine precisely Thackeray’s connection with this 
periodical.

friend George Cruikshank, that appeared in the Westminster Review in 
1840.

The original manuscript “I’d be a Tadpole” was exhibited at the Grolier 
Club Exhibition, 1912. The leaf on which this manuscript is pasted was 
taken from the scrap-book of Miss E. Spence, who has written under the 
poem,—‘These lines by Thackeray his mother says were never published 
but written in his cousin’s album (now Mrs. Carmichael), whilst he was 
yet at the Charter House School.” The handwriting is boyish, resembling 
that in his Charter House text-book. The lines were published, with some 
alterations in ‘The Gownsman.”

Thackeray’s friend F. W. N. Bayley, was editor of “The Omnibus,” ana 
atterwards, of its successor ‘The National Standard” to which Thackeray 
was the principal contributor. ‘The Omnibus” was purchased by Thacke- 
ray in May 18833, and his contributions from then on are well-known, 
through the publication of Walter Spencer, London, 1899. The name of 
the paper was changed to ‘The National Standard of Literature, Science, 
Music, Theatricals and the Fine Arts,” (a copy of which was sold in the 
Lambert Sale). Later Thackeray contributed a series of articles on 
Paris to “The Constitutional; and Public Ledger” from Sept. 15, 1856, to 
June 13, 1837, (copy of which also sold in the Lambert sale). ‘lhackeray’s 
contributions to “The National Omnibus,’ 1851-1833, are not so well 
known. He is credited with the authorship of the “Original Papers” 
which ran through many numbers of “The Omnibus,” and several reviews, 
biographical skits and verses which bear unmistakable traces of Thacke- 
ray’s work at the period. The continuation of “Original Papers” in ‘rhe 
Standard” by comparison with the “Original Papers” in “lhe Omnibus,” 
in many instances, bear convincing evidence that they are by the same 
hand.

at the bottom. A comparison of some fifteen copies, however, shows 
that they were printed from the same setting of type. The later printed 
cover with the space after the No. to be filled in, have the date 1848 
below the imprint.” Mr. Livingston’s statement was subject in after 
years, to the criticism that if the date had been incorporated with the 
type, it was not likely to be removed, and as the date appears on the later 
reprinted covers (without the numbers at top) this would seem to 
prove that the wrappers without date were of an earlier issue than 
those having the date. 

The number of insert advertisements in the different copies is not an 
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evidence of early issues. The chief claim of a copy of “Vanity Fair” 
sold in New York a few years ago was “four advertisements not found 
in any other known copy,” but these advertisements were not specified. 
However the existence of a certain number of advertisements in a 
majority of copies, instead of proving that these were the earliest issues, 
may prove quite the contrary, for as the work grew in popularity the 
advertisements probably increased, and the genuine first issues may be 
the ones with the fewest inserted advertisements. The present copy has 
every advertisement called for in the Livingston and Van Duzer Colla- 
tions excepting those in No. IX, No. XV (Dr. Radcliffe’s Alleviator, 
2pp., which is also lacking in the Ives copy ), and No. XVI.

We are to bear in mind that whether 
the term is to be understood in a good or a bad sense, must depend upon 
the definition assigned it. As here used, it is altogether arbitrary. Mr. 
Dymond does not tell us that this or that is a lie . . . let us inquire first, 
whether a man may, under any concurable circumstances, tell a lie with- 
out the infraction of the moral law. May we not lie to a robber, in 
order to preserve our property? . . . To lie, we will say, is to “utter 
what is true when the speaker professes to utter truth, or when he 
knows it is expected by the hearer.” 

To lie then, in this sense, would be immoral, because to murder, with 
the same view, would be immoral. It is the similarity of purpose, and 
not of means, which constitutes the immorality in this case. The method 
of reasoning amounts, in fact, to a manifest petitio principis. 

But further, may we not tell a falsehood to a madman for his own 
advantage? Dymond’s answer amounts to this. It would not be for 
his advantage, and hence would it be morally wrong to commit so 
egregious a blunder... - If, on the other hand, these are lies, if the 
speaker “utters what is untrue when he professes to utter truth, or when 
he knows it is expected by the hearer,” his conduct is certainly to be 
condemned. 

As for those cases in which it is impossible to be deceived—the compli- 
ments which bring up the rear in a dedication or epistle, we can at best 
say no good of them.”

He was the author of the “Body of Liberties,” 
the FIRST CODE OF LAWS ESTABLISHED IN NEW ENGLAND, and adopted in 
1641. In 1645 he returned to England and became minister of Shen- 
field, Essex. where he died in 1653. Early in 1645 Ward began writing 
“The Simple Cobler of Agawam” which is a prose satire of the times. 
It was published under the assumed name of “Theodore de la ruard” 
which was merely a thin disguise of his own name, Theodore being the 
Greek equivalent of the Hebrew Nathaniel, and de la Guard the French 
of Ward.

BUT FEW COPIES KNOWN. Written by Whittier when a schoolboy, and 
sent to his friend J. T. Buckingham some years later, who published it 
anonymously in the “New England Magazine” in 1833. Not being a 
“Quakerly” poem it was never claimed by Whittier as his, and was 
generally credited to Ethan Allen (the Vermont historian). Nearly forty 
years after it was written it appeared with Whittier’s name, and when 
some controversy arose about its real authorship, Whittier wrote a 
letter to the “Boston Transcript” acknowledging it, in which he said. 
in part,—“... How the secret [of its duthorship] was discovered a few 
years ago, I have never known. TI have never intentionally written any- 
thing in favor of war, but a great deal against it.’ The poem is reprinted 
verbatim in Whittier’s Life and Letters, Vol. I, pp. 68-70. The historical 
notes at the foot of the Broadside were also written by Whittier (See 
Historical Mag., Vol. 2, p. 152).

Cottle tells us that the 
sale was so slow, and the severity of the most of the reviews so great, 
that its progress to oblivion seemed ordained to be as rapid as it was 
certain. He parted with the largest portion of the five hundred at a 
loss to Mr. Arch, a London Bookseller, who bound up his copies with a 
new title-page bearing his name.
